From  Principal  Milo  H.  Stuart's 
challenge  to  the  183  pioneering 
freshmen  in  1912  to  Principal  Benjamin 
Johnson's  challenge  to  the  3,1 00 
students  in  1 986,  a  tradition  of 
excellence  has  been  established  and 
maintained.  Early  students  didn't  know 
if  Tech  would  survive  until  Indiana's 
Supreme  Court  May  22, 1 91 6,  made  its 
ruling  giving  the  grounds  to  the 
Indianapolis  Board  of  School 
Commissioners.  Arsenal  students  have 
celebrated  Supreme  Day  ever  since. 

The  76  acres  that  Abraham  Lincoln 
decreed  be  purchased  as  an  arsenal  in 
1 865  have  seen  many  changes.  The  first 
class  of  1 6  graduated  in  1 91 5  while  the 
first  four-year  class  of  106  graduated  in 
1916,  thus  beginning  Tech's  tradition  of 
excellence.
